The ball remained in midfield during the second half, neither team yielding nor 
gaining any ground. And thus the first game ended with Augusta not victorious, 
but still unscathed. 

Traveling by the new school bus to Alexandria the following Saturday acted as 
an inspiration to the cleated and padded representatives of Augusta. The eleven 
men played as one man possessed with a fierce fighting desire to win. Their desire 
was realized, for when the last white line was passed, three touchdowns and one 
extra point could be counted hanging at Augusta’s belt, while Episcopal had a very 
difficult time dragging one lone score and one extra point from the field. 

The Blue team took the field satisfied with the knowledge that the game was all 
wrapped in the pigskin ready to bring back to school. However, they kept the 
spectators in suspense until late in the first period, Ramaley ambling thirty-two 
yards around right end, aided by perfect interference in the line for the first tally. 

Shortly after the beginning of the second half, E. H. S. scored their lone touch- 
down and succeeded in the try for the extra point, leaving the score 7-6, with 
Augusta holding the short end. Undaunted, however, the sterling work of the 
line helped Jones and Walton place the ball in position by a series of bucks. The 
former was given the privilege of driving over left tackle and scoring the winning 
touchdown and also of adding the extra point.

in all, the Episcopal victory was a real credit to the men who participated in it. Augusta had the genuine 
honor of being the only team to defeat this school during the season. 

In all of the annals of football on the clay bowl, the loss to Woodberry, on Saturday, Octboer 27th, 
was, and will be, one of the most difficult to record. A demoralized team playing without the man upon 
whom they depended, holding an excellent opponent to a six-point win, deserves nothing less than the highest 
praise. 

A large crowd of fans saw victory turn to defeat because of a sprained ankle. The said ankle belogned 
to Curly Jones, and it was sprained on the two-yard line with the ball in possession of the Blue Team. The 
two yards were never traversed, not that Curly’s substitute, who incidentally was Coiner, failed to put forth 
his best efforts; he did in every sense of the word, but Jones had something for the team that ‘Cat’? could 
not supply. 

With the score thirteen points against her, Augusta's spirit was revived somewhat in the last quarter by 
a touchdown made by Walton after being put into position by Raymaley’s returned punt. 

Success crowned the efforts of the Blue Team on the following Saturday. Augusta played host to Fork 
Union, but proved the inhospitable host in regard to the score. From the standpoint, not only, of thrills, 
but of real football, this was one of the best games played this season. Every type of excitement was 
offered, ranging from a forty-yatd gallop starring Raymaley, by Barnes splendid tackling to the cleyer run- 
ning done by Coinet throughout the game, not to mention the outstanding feat of coming from behind at 
the half, to scote the winning touchdown in the fast few minutes. 

Vole Union ceored in the second period and soon after, Raymaley showed his heels to the crowd and 
ran a punt back forty yards, putting the ball in position for Coyner’s score during the next play. The try 
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for the extra point failed, and the half ended with Augusta trailing by one point. During the last half, 
Fork Union’s goal was crossed, and sufficiently so. Coiner was responsible for the winning touchdown, and 
the game ended in favor of Rollers, 13-6. 

On November Ist, Augusta met one of the strongest prep school teams in the north on a strange field 
and surrounded by strangers. All things considered, the Manlius game was very well played and the score 
was not half as large as it sounded. All scoring was confined to the second quarter, Manlius amassing a 
total of twenty-six points to Augusta’s six. Coiner scored on a sensational seventy-yard run. 

During the second quarter, the Blue team was slightly dazzled, even confused, by a series of puzzling 
criss-crossers, reverses, cutbacks, and every other type of brain-rattlers known to modern football. Score 
upon score was added as the quarter progressed. Augusta’s Napoleon called on his reserves, but they did 
not help matters any, the Manlius battle lost. 

The second half was marked by Augusta’s superb defense, neither team scoring during the entire 
period. 

On Saturday, November 7th, Augusta opened football relations with Harris Military Institute. The big 
Blue team swamped Harris by the score of 31-0, making consistent drives down the field. At the end of the 
first half there was no doubt as to the outcome of the game. Augusta had scored three touchdowns and one 
extra point, making the score 19-0, while Harris had not threatened Augusta’s goal line. In the early part 
of the fourth quarter the reserves were substituted for the first team, and to their credit they scored a 
touchdown to add to the score. The game was fast and marked by several long runs by the backfield men 
of both teams. Captain Nickolas at end and Price at guard played well for Augusta throughout the game. 

On the 14th of November, Augusta traveled to Lewisburg, West Virginia, to play Greenbrier. This 
game was the hardest fought of the entire season, but Greenbrier emerged with a 14-0 victory over Augusta. 
The scoring was done in the first quarter by successive plunges at the line which carried the ball over 
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Augusta’s goal line twice. After the first quarter the game was close, both teams playing a wonderful game. 
Neither team could penetrate the other’s stone wall defense, and the ball remained in mid-field most of the 
time. Augusta threatened to score on Greenbrier several times during the second half, but lacked the power 
needed to push the ball over Greenbrier’s goal. Greenbrier’s team was composed of powerfully built men, 
and their man-power stemmed the tide of Augusta’s drives. The playing of the entire Augusta team was 
marked by the fighting spirit shown, and though defeated, they went down fighting, true to the spirit of 
Augusta. 

The fighting Augusta ‘B’ team, partially aided by one or two substitutions from the Varsity, went 
down in glorious defeat at the hands of the Shenandoah College Institute Varsity on the following Satur- 
day. The score, 41-0, proved only that Shenandoah had a fast and shifty backfield with a heavy forward 
wall for interference. These two working together, aided by a knowledge of college football, present an 
obstacle that is hard for any prep school team to overcome. 

S, C. L made four touchdowns in the first half and two in the last half. They made five out of 
the tries for the extra point. 

Bailey was outstanding among those wearing the Blue and White. Large or small, they all looked alike 
to him, He was all over the field, tackling here, blocking for a team-mate there. Morris at quarter showed 
a superior brand of field generalship and played a fine game from the standpoint of physical execution, 

The particle of forage that fractured the dromedary’s vertebrae, was, however, the glorious defeat that 
befell the Augusta eleven on Turkey Day at the hands of Fishburne. Although, backed up by the entire 
corps, the final score was 20-13 against the Fort Defiance representatives. Unfortunately, the losing of that 
game meant the losing of the Old Dominion Prep School title. 
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A great many civilian spectators dotted the side lines and feeling ran even higher among them than 
among the rival corps. Several near riots occured when the feeling became tense and the rush for choice 
standing room was anything but orderly. 

Raymaley held the crowd in suspense during the first quarter by gaining yard after yard principally by 
the use of a fake kick play which turned out to be end funs around the left side. Harry Martin, Fish- 
burne's brilliant quarterback, secured the spotlight and the acclaim of all, however, by a splendid exhibi- 
tion of broken field running, romping thirty yards for the first blood of the afternoon. 

The entire A. M. A. team featured in the playing that followed. The kickoff, following the local team’s 
score, was received by Bethea, and from that time forth the yards of playing field between the Blue line 
and the goal disappeared like magic for the onslaught of that forward wall. Coiner did the havoc. Ray- 
maley was the privileged team-mate in the event of the second score, the time was shortly after the begin- 
ning of the second quarter, 

F. M. S. secured the goal crossing monopoly after the intermission, grounding the ball in the end-zone 
in each of the succeeding quarters. 

Augusta equaled Fishburne’s first downs, but took the short end on completed passes. The Blue and 
White team deserves all credit for the sporty fight they put up, as every spectator will testify. 

The 1931 eleven deserves a great deal of credit for the excellent results obtained from a season so 
marked by the bad breaks as was last season. We predict a banner year for the next team, and wish it 
every success.

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Basketball Resume 


The dark horizon of the basketball season of 1931-1932 was lightened con- 
siderably by two victories over our ancient and greatest rival, Fishburne Military 
School. The first game played in the Augusta gymnasium on the 6th of February 
was won by the Augustans with the score of 29-19. The second game was played 
at Fishburne, and was a thrilling game from the first to the last whistles, and was 
also won by Augusta by the score of 30-29. The team of 1931-’32, though often 
beaten, carried on with the true spirit of Augusta, never lacking, and always 
fighting until the last whistle in gallant attempts to snatch victory from defeat. 
Throughout the season the wonderful spirit of the team was apparent and the 
members of the team thought of nothing but victory and Augusta. The basketeers, 
playing the hardest schedule of any athletic team, threw their heart and soul into 
the work at hand and were never found wanting in willingness to work. 

The season opened with a 27-16 victory over the Charlottesville Fives, and 
the hopes of the corps for a winning basketball team were aroused. A few days 
later the purple-clad collegians from Shenandoah College took Augusta into camp 
by a score of 36-19, Augusta could not compete with the expert players from 
Shenandoah, and victory for the collegians was certain, soon after the game began 
The hopes of the corps were again aroused when the Blue and White-clad players 
of Augusta defeated the Dupont Company by a 27-25 score, and the All-County 
High School team 24-19 in quick succession. In the next few games the team 
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seemed to go into a slump, losing to the Virginia Episcopal School, University of 
Virginia Freshmen, Episcopal High School, V. M. I. Freshmen, and Shenandoah 
College. The team regained its stride and defeated Elizabethtown High School 
35-12 and Fishburne 29-19. The Blue team entered into another depressing 
slump after its two victories, and lost to the University of North Carolina Fresh- 
men, Fork Union, Woodberry Forest, Washington and Lee Freshmen, Harris, 
and Greenbrier, In the two games which ended the season the team again showed 
its winning form and defeated Fishburne 30-29 and William and Mary Freshmen 
29-28. To the team’s credit, it can be said, that in every game they played their 
opponents to an even game in the first half, but invariably let down in the final 
part of the game, and their opponents were able to defeat them. 

The first Fishburne contest played on the Augusta court was furiously played 
throughout the duration of the game. Both teams were in their best condition for 
this game, because of the ancient rivalry between the two schools, The score at 
the end of the first half stood 15-10 in favor of Augusta. The second half was a 
furious battle waged between two teams whose determination to win could not be 
surpassed. When the final whistle blew the score was 29-19 in favor of Augusta, 
and the determination of the Augustans was more powerful than that of the 
Fishburne players. The second game between Augusta and Fishburne was played 
on the Fishburne court. This game was more thrilling and more furiously played 
than the first. In the early part of the game the wearers of the Blue and White 
were considerably handicapped by the small size of the Fishburne playing floor, 
but this advantage of Fishburne was short-lived, The outcome of the game re- 
mained in doubt throughout the period of play, and only by accurate foul shooting 
did Augusta emerge victorious at the final whistle by the score of 30-29. 
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The coach of the team, Captain Willis, worked hard to turn out a winning 
quint, but because of a hard schedule and few opportunities to practice during the 
playing season, it was impossible for him to do his best work. However, every 
afternoon that did not precede a game there was practice, and he endeavored to 
impart his abundant knowledge of the game to the members. No member of the 
squad was ever the object of the ridicule of the coach and the work was of the 
highest type. He applied himself whole-heartedly to his task and gave up after- 
noons of freedom in order to improve the team and players. Though often de- 
feated, Captain Willis stuck to his team through thick and thin, and the quality of 
his work never depreciated because of the discouraging situations which con- 
stantly faced him. Captain Willis was ably assisted in his work by Captain 
Hodges, who acted as assistant coach and with whom Captain Willis worked in 
co-ordination the entire season. 

The players who were awarded Major Monograms for their work on the 
team were: Captain Shomo, Nicholas, Coiner, Burdette, Wright, Bernier, Klutz, 
and Stallings. Shomo, Nicholas, Wright, and Bernier were members of the 1931 
team, and Coiner, Burdette, Stallings, and Ktutz played on an Augusta basketball 
team for the first time this season. Allen, though not receiving a Major Mono- 
gram, played well at every chance he received, and it is the sincere hope of every- 
one that he will be back next year to take a regular position and strengthen next 
year’s team, Other players who carried the Blue and White of Augusta during 
the season of 1932 were Spencer, Fisher, McCulloch, and Brantley. These players 
worked hard throughout the entire season, but did not play quite well enough to 
earn their Major Monograms. 
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Boxing 


It is with a great deal of pleasure that we, of THE RECALL Staff, devote this space to a 
bricf resumé of one of the most successful seasons ever turned in by an Augusta athletic 
team. The boxing team that brought fame and Eastern recognition to Augusta shall be 
honored in this record of the season to the best of our mediocre ability. Every word that we 
set down we hope will serve a base upon which the glory of our victorious leather-pushers 
may be built. 

Captain Mac Rogers, the team’s coach for two seasons and a man who has the respect 
and confidence of every man on his squad, due to his own ability to handle his fists, deserves 
a large part of the team’s compliments. The team, undoubtedly the best in Augusta’s pugi- 
listic history, by virtue of the draw meets attained against West Point and Annapolis, was 
captained by Bill McClung and consisted of three other letter men and three newcomers who 
swiftly showed their superior prowess. 

The defeat at V. M. I. on January 16th, instead of weakening the team’s morale, merely 
served as an impetus to spur the team to further effort in the succeeding meets. Then ,too, 
this opportunity to fistically engage college opposition was a medium through which the new 
material was developed under fire. The census of popular opinion was the superiority of 
the Augusta team, entirely obvious of the final outcome. 

McClung and Powell showed their usual dependable top form by the second round 
floorings, in both of their weights. Unfortunately, Jimmie Davila, fighting this season in the 
125-pound class was temporarily incapacitated, but long enough to take the full count, by a 
well placed blow to a weak breadbasket. Price staged an old-fashioned slugging match, 
much to the delight of the crowd, but lost a base three-round decision. 

The Washington and Lee Freshmen team visited Fort Defiance on the following Satur- 
day and was successfully repulsed. The score, of five bouts for Augusta and two against, 
related conclusively that the local pugilists were superior to their visitors, who in turn were 
proven the betters of one of our closest rivals for the fight crown. 
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In this meet, the A. M. A. corps was treated to the most unbelievable display of intestinal 
fortitude that the majority have ever witnessed. During the first round of McClung’s fight, 
his opponent accidentally hit Bill in the mouth with his head. Bill's two front teeth were 
broken off, leaving a nerve exposed. However, not a word did he say, but concluded his 
fight and lost it by a narrow margin. 

Then, from across the bordering mountains, Greenbrier assailed Augusta with a team of 
two-fisted box-fighters. However, they were repulsed by three technical knock-outs and they 
gained one sector with the same result. Augusta was upheld in each bout by men tried and 
true, and the recruits had all but reached perfection. 

Morris took the dutics of the 115-pound class on his ample shoulders and weighted him- 
self down still more by adding a T. K. O. to his belt. Davila and Bougeois won decisions in 
their respective weights. Renicrs was defeated by an opponent who was his superior in 
knowledge of the fighting game, only. Payne and Powell both won in the second round, the 
latter’s smashing offense soon dazzled the other man in the ring. 

On the 13th, Augusta entertained the first boxing team from V. E. S$, Naturally enough, 
the majority of the bouts were set-tips for the superior Blue and White fighters. Pour of 
the wins were derived from four technical knock-outs, La Lance, victor over Powell by 
virtue of a three-round decision, was an emigrant from the Golden Glove Tournament of last 
yeat, and a man well versed in the tricks of the fight game. Reniers defaulted at the end of 
round number one because of bruises about the face. 

The bouts won sum up as follows: Hylton, a three-round decision; Davila, Bougeois, 
Payne, and Carson, all won by knockouts. Payne’s opponent ate rosin in the first rotund. 

Virginia Episcopal School organized a boxing team for the time this scason, We wish 
to take this opportunity to wish them every success in the future. 

A novel announcement made from the court-yard by Major Roller, made clear to an 
anxious corps, that the boxers had tied the United States Military Plebes three and one-half 
to three and one-half. After waiting with eager anticipation for some time for news of ottr 
boxing team and with hope dimming as each hour passed, the news came like a thunderbolt 
and the barracks shook with the clation with which it was received. Although the score 
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was even all around, it signified that our illustrious leather-pushers had met and proven 
themselves the physical and scientific equals of the young men who are conceded to represent 
the zenith in physical activities. 


The long trip to the Point was made in the school bus, popularly known as the “Black 
Maria.” The team suffered no ill-effects and were in the pink of condition as each stepped 
between the ropes. The return was made via the “Bright Lights of Broadway,” and one 
never-to-be-forgotten night was spent amongst the play boys. 

Davila displayed his wares in the second round, as Mr. White will testify. Bill McClung 
celebrated his return to the squared ring by a decisive win. Powell’s opponent lasted only a 
very short time after the opening bell before he tasted rosin flavored with canvas. 

Again Augusta engaged in combat Uncle Sam’s youthful representatives; this oppor- 
tunity arrived on February 27, and with the sea-going branch of the service. Still 
the Blue and White remained on equal terms with the Red, White, and Blue. Coming 
when the meet did, immediately preceding the Conference, the three and one-half— 
three and one-half tie score served to hearten the team. Our lightweight boxers proved the 
superior and won the first two bouts, ticing the third and took the fourth. Navy was vic- 
torious in the final bouts. 

Morris started the ball rolling by winning a three-round decision. Davila stayed for 
three opening bells and emerged victorious. Bougeois drew a tie, and McClung was a win- 
ner. The other bouts were lost, only the scond for Powell during the season. 

On March fourth and fifth, the University of Virginia invited the outstanding southern 
prep school boxing teams to meet at Charlottesville for the annual Conference. The schools 
that responded were Augusta, Staunton, Virginia Episcopal School, Oak Ridge, and the 
Charlottesville School for Boys. A. M. A. amassed a total of eighteen points, trailing 
Staunton by two points. 


Great praise is conceeded to the boxers who wore the Blue and White into the Char- 
lottesville ring, whether defeated or victorious. Although the coveted cup was lost, the final 
result remained in doubt until the last bout. 


Augusta has the honor of claiming the following South-Atlantic Champions: Morris, 
victor—115-pound class; Davila, victor—125-pound class; Powell, victor—169-pound class. 
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Swimming Resume 


The swimming season opened in Augusta's big new pool with a thrilling meet 
with Washington and Lee Freshmen, who emerged on the long end of a 36-30 
count after losing four of the seven first places. This indicated to Augusta’s 
followers that they had a team well worth their Support, particularly since all the 
events were run off in close to record time. Fitch, of Augusta, broke the pool 
fifty-yard backstroke in the amazing time of thirty-two and one-fifth seconds, and 
McDavid, of Washington and Lee, was pushed by Brookfield, of A. M. A., into 
the equally amazing time of two minutes and thirty-five and two-fifths seconds, 
which is a new pool record in the two-twenty free style swim; Barnes, Fitch, and 
the relay team composed of Byrd, Adams, Graves, and Fitch, were the other 
A.M. A. first place men. Barnes won the fifty-yard breaststroke. Fitch won the 
fifty-yard free style, and the team won the two hundred-yard relay. 


The Virginia freshmen next defeated the A. M. A. swimmers in another 
thriller, which ended in the same score as the Washington and Lee meet, 36-30, 
Again Augusta took the majority of first places and lost on second and third 
places. Graves, Fitch, Barnes, and the relay team won first places for Augusta. 
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Next, the team journeyed to Washington and succeeded in breaking Central 
High School’s winning streak, which had extended to ten straight meets. This 
score was thirty-seven to thirty-eight, with the result very doubtful until the last 
event. Fitch, Brookfield, and the relay team accounted for our first places, but we 
had the better of the argument in second and third places. 


After spending the night in Washington, the team drove to Mercersburg and 
met the best team of the year. Unable to defeat our old rivals, who, according 
to theit coach and their season’s record, had one of the best teams that Mercers- 
burg has had in several years; they gave a good account of themselves in losing 
by the score of 23-43. Barnes won a first in the fifty-yard breaststroke, also 
Fitch in the hundred-yard free swim, accounting for Augusta’s two firsts. Leay- 
ing our good friends to continue their winning way until they met the Navy 
Plebes, the team prepared for the remaining two meets. 


The second meeting with Virginia’s undefeated freshmen team proved more 
disastrous than the first, They won 52-24, First places in this meet were won 
by Graves, Fitch, and Barnes in the diving, 10-yard free style, and the fifty-yard 
breaststroke, respectively. 


Harris Military Institute, coached by Gaylord Harriman, a former A. M. A. 
two-twenty star, furnished the opposition for our last meet. A. M. A, won all 
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the first places and most of the second places to emerge in the victorious end of 
a 50-16 score, Again the record-breaking fever was raging, as Barnes and 
Fitch, of Augusta, set new pool records in the breaststroke and the hundred-yard- 
free swim. Barnes’ time was thirty-three and one-tenth seconds, and Fitch’s time 
was fifty-seven and two tenth seconds. 


Future swimmers of Augusta will have difficulty in lowering the four new 
pool records, and truly it may be said that the team of ’32 has given them some- 
thing for which to strive. 


The annual banquet was held at the Floradale Lodge and was voted a great 
success by those present. On this occasion, Captain Deane gave the Major 
Monogram to Barnes, Fitch, Graves, Adam, Thomas, Brookfield, and Byrd; and 
the Minor Monogram to Dillard, Bailey, Leason, Jacques, and Webb. Also a 
Minor Monogram to Grier, manager. The team presented to Captain Deane a 
silver loving cup engraved, “In appreciation for his untiring efforts and interest 
in the swimming team of nineteen-hundred and thirty-two.” The banquet was 
followed by a dance, the music for which was furnished by the Cadet Ramblers.

There were three of last 
season’s letter men back, Clarke, Eanes, and Preston; Bosman, J., Gold, McQueen, Walton, 
Hawkins, and Coleman were the successful recruits determined by tryouts before each meet. 
Augusta met six worthy opponents and was victorious in three. The Blue Team divided a 
two-game series with V. M. I, lost twice to an exceptionally powerful W .and L. team, de- 
feated Greenbrier and the Richmond Athletic Club. 

The season was opened by entertaining the Washington and Lee Freshmen in the new 
gymnasium. The meet was very close, and some of the bouts were fine exhibitions of ama- 
tur wrestling. Both teams seemed to be equal from the standpoint of wrestling ability, but 
W. and L.’s advantage lay in superior physical condition, Undoubtedly the best bout on the 
evening’s card was in the 145-pound class, Eanes, of Augusta, and Monger, of W. and L. 
Neither had been defeated in three years of wrestling, but the outcome was unfortunate for 
the former. Nevertheless, he put up a great struggle and it took ten minutes to decide the 
fight. 

Clarke put forth his best efforts, but was defeated in four minutes and fifty seconds. 
Bosman was the next victim, yielding to a six-minute time advantage. Gold was also nicked 
for a time advantage, and he was followed by the memorable Eanes-Monger fight. Preston, 
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Lorenz, and Walton all won, the first and last by time advantage, while Lorenz obtained a 
fall.

A draw bout was particularly 
interesting to the spectators, as such a thing is rare in amateur wrestling. The compromise 
added the one and one-half points to the 1914-1614 Augusta yictory. The meet plainly il- 
lustrated that the Blue and White maimen were rounding into shape and recovering from the 
etrenuous Christmas holidays. 

“Skeeter” Clarke had lite trouble taking the first bout by a fall in the surprisingly fast 
time of two minutes, Bosman, not to be outdone, also pinned to the mat the shotlders of 
his 125-pound opponent. V. M. I. took the next two falls, however. Eanes and the reliable 
Preston were quite victorious, the former through a fall, and Preston by a slow but sure time 
advantage. “Stud” Walton and his opponent, Burgess, cach determined that the other should 
not triumph, wrestled an overtime period, but neither had sufficient time to wifl, Hawkins 
lost a very comical bout to tremendous Lowe, in the unlimited class. 

On the thirty-first of January, Augusta traveled to Lewisburg to mect the Greenbrier 
team. This meet, incidentally, was the only prep school meet that was engaged in by the 
grunt and groan boys all season, The trip was highly successful, as only one bout was lost, 
that in the unlimited class, which class was weakened by the veteran Curly Jones’ inability to 
wrestle, due to injtrics. Schnieder, a letter-man, who previotts to this meet had been tunable 
to participate if wrestling, also becatise of injuries, won his bout by a fall in one minute and 
nine seconds, It is to Augusta's eredit that che won three bouts by falls; Clarke, MeQueen, 
and Schneider received the eredit, and the other four laying claim to these successes. 

Augusta gompromised with V. M, I,, the followme Saturday, splitting a two match 
series with the Institute. Lexington was the scene of the unfortunate second encounter, 
which like the first was exceedingly close, the score 16-14, with the Blue representatives 
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on the short end this time. Walton refused to divide the bout and success for his endeavors 
in the form of a T. A. Eanes was defeated by a very formidable opponent, Zimmerman, 
by name. Spot Preston covered himself with glory and walked off with the all honors of 
the afternoon. His was the only fall of the meet. Clarke and Bosman again had little 
trouble in winning the bantamweights. 


The Richmond Athletic Club visited Augusta with the primary purpose of wrestling a 
team made up of small boys with the weights ranging from ninety to one hundred and 
forty-five pounds. The card included Clarke, Bosman, McQueen, and Gold of the wrestling 
aristocracy and Jordan, Miller, and the Coiner Brothers of the elite. 

Jordan and Miller were nonplused in the 90 and 105 classes respectfully, the former 
yielding by a fall and the latter by a time advantage. However, both bouts were exceed- 
ingly good and considering how little experience the youngsters had had, their showing was 
excellent. The Coiners A. and B. both won very easily and the varsity men were victorious, 
all by falls. “Mr. Everet” Clarke was advanced two weights but turned in a nice record in 
his class. The season ended in Lexington against the W. and L. Frosh. The collegiate 
team was again victorious. The fact that the defeat was at the hands of a college team 
did not make it so distasteful. The score, 20-8 was rather hard to swallow but no man can 
be censored for doing his best, Augusta’s only win was accounted for by Bosman, time ad- 
vantage and Preston, a fall. Eanes, due to unfortunate injuries, was unable to wrestle his 
weight. His place was filled by Raymaley. 

To properly conclude this wrestling resume, the author would have to possess a very 
eulogizing vocabulary; which he does not have. Al! that we can do is to express our 
appreciation for the untiring efforts put forth by the members of the wrestling team and the 
wonderful spirit which kept them continually striving to bring glory to Augusta. Also, we 
offer them our praise in every sence of the word. 
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Track ‘Team 
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Track Resume 


Among the honored sports at A. M. A., the track men deserve a high place. Not, as one 
would think, because they were greatly successful. On the contrary, the season was a 
partial failure. The track men deserve praise, however, because they realized that they did 
not compose a winning team, yet they continued to labor at practice and to keep training to 
the very end. Few teams would have had the spirit to work as hard as our track team while 
looking into the face of failure. Thus it is that we place the 1932 track and field team upon 
a high pedestal among the other more successful athletes. 

Numerous uncontrollable factors entered into the unfortunate season. The very elements 
themselves were unkind, being a detained heavy snow during the season and rain numerous 
times particularly on two meet dates. Only a few meets could be secured, adding to the con- 
tinual hard grind and workouts. Then, too, the precedent set by previous teams is a very 
high one and a difficult one to live up to. These few legitimate excuses account in part for 
the defeats and take the blame altogether off the shoulders of Captain Yates and Graves, 
who coached and captained to a magnificent degree of fineness, The team was built around 


hurdles, Coiner in the dashes, and Bailey in the dashes, Gold in the mile, and Raymaley and 
LaGrande in the field events. 

For several days preceding the meet with Greenbrier, bad weather prevailed, preventing 
the tryouts necessary in placing a team in field and on the track. Rain followed the team all 
the way to Lewisburg, and remained with it all afternoon. Consequently the meet was 
with difficulty and the times were necessarily slow. Shorty Graves proved ability as a 
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“muddy” by easily leading the field in the two-twenty-yard low hurdles. His room-mate and 
running partner, Fitch, proved equally as successful, taking the high hurdles at half the 
distance. Augusta scored in the dashes, taking all three places in the four-forty with Coiner 
in front. Thomas ran first in the two-twenty and third in the hundred. The field events 
were a trifle soggy and yielded to the blue and white only ten points, a first by Coiner in the 
broad jump, and one by Raymalcy hurling the javelin. Although this mect was lost 01 to 
55, G. M. §, was pushed to the utmost. 


The defeat at the hands of V. M. I. was more decisive, losing 75-42. The Institute Rat 
team visited Augusta on the sixteenth of April. Both teams were severely handicapped by a 
baseball game on the same field. Nevertheless, the track was dry and the times were fast. 
The visitors brought an excellent team, comparing favorably with the rapidly declining col- 
lege team. Park, miler, was placed on a par with Bowman, Augusta's immortal distance maf 
of years gone Dy. Graves captured both hurdle races this time, Fitch winning third in the 
shortened high run, Coiner and Thomas placed in three of the dashes, and Augusta took all 
three in the broad jump, Coiner leaped twenty feet eight inches to win. Barnes tied for 
first in the pole vault, and Raymaley and Jenkins geored in the javelin for A. M. A. 


Augusta’s one point in the disastrous state meet was credited to Miller. He won his 
220 low hurdle meet and placed fourth in the final running, Mostly prep schools were rep- 
resented by some unusually good men in this meet on May seventh. 

Thus we embarked upon the last meet herein to be recorded, This mect, held at Fort 
Defiance on May twelfth, was an easy walkaway for the home team, The victims were the 
Hargrave Military School, and the score was 74-42. This meet was swum, rather than run, 
during a downpour, and the track and field was a mess. The Blue and White waved tri- 
umphantly throughout the afternoon in spite of the hindrance of keeping under cover. 
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Augusta won first, second, and third in the hundred, the tape breasted by Bougeois, followed 
by Coiner and Raymaley. The latter two received the same places in the two-twenty-yard 
dash, as Thomas won. Graves took second in both the high and low hurdles, Fitch winning 
the first and Miller the second. Augusta took all three places in the javelin, discus, and 
broad jump, the first two starring Raymaley, LeGrande, and Walton, and the second, Graves, 
Bougeois, and Coiner. 

By delaying publication, this resumé has the pleasure of confirming and enlarging the 
third place honor won by the track team at the South Atlantic meet held at Chapel Hill, 
North Carolina. Entering the competition against nine of the South’s best teams, Augusta 
displayed her prowess, sharing third place honor with Hargrave. 

Only seven men entered for A. M. A., and each obtained a creditable place in his event. 
We make mention of the fact that two South Atlantic Prep School records were broken at 
the meet. A Massanutten team member came within six feet of the world’s record by hurl- 
ing the discus 152 feet 3 inches. This fact concisively illustrates the strength of the com- 
petition. 

Raymaley bested the javelin field and added five points to Augusta’s score. Thomas 
starred in the dashes, winning second in the 220 and third in the 440. Fitch and Miller 
scored in the hurdles, the former with a third in the high and the latter a second place in the 
low hurdles. Coiner ran third in the hundred-yard dash field of ten men. 

In the field events, excluding Raymaley’s first, Graves leaped far enough to be credited 
with third in the broad jump. Le Grande shared fourth honors in the shot put, the winner 
of which bettered the other Prep record. 

The name of the men who carried the blue and white in the track and the field should 
be regarded with praise because they have come through in a pinch and brightened an other- 
wise dark season. 
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Baseball Resume 


Few major sports have enjoyed such qualified success as the baseball team. The reason 
may lie in the fact that the game is very popular at Augusta, and the Blue and White uni- 
form has covered some stellar diamond men. The introduction of baseball to the Alumni 
Field this season has proven greatly advantageous. The field is a decided improvement over 
the Clay Bowl, as the new field is scraped before cach game and the grassy outfield kept in 
fine condition, the only mar being a short and rough left-field. Every game that has been 
played on the new field to date has been won. 

In reference to the team, it can be said that they have played a fine grade of baseball, 
Also we congratulate Captain Hull on his coaching a winning team, Of the nine regulars, 
only four are letter men—Jones, Sutton, Clark, and Shomo—and with these men as a nucleus, 
the record stands as thirteen wins out of fourteen starts. They were capably assisted by 
such men as Klutz, Whitmore, Price, Burdette, Hoggard, Walton, Gillespie, Depoy, and 
Davila. Co-operation with each other and with their coach and organization as a whole, was 
the goal set by the men, and they are to be congratulated on their successful achievement 
for it. 

The first scheduled game of importance was won by the significant score of 18-2. This 
walk-away was at the hospitable hands of Greenbrier and was called in the sixth inning in 
order to allow the home cadets their evening repast. Lefty DePoy was the moundsman, and 
allowed the home team only three safeties, amassing seventeen hits themselves, and were 
aided by ragged playing on the part of their opponents. The victory was preceded and 
followed by minor wins. 

The V. M. I. Rats were the next victims of the Augustans. The score, 7-2, was the 
result of a last-inning rally. Following in order came the much awaited trip to Carolina, 
which had for its purpose the playing the North Carolina and Duke Frosh. The first game 
was called because of rain, and the second was lost seven to four. Some factors which 
entered into this defeat were unnaturalness of the field and the nervousness caused by the 
long and tiresome journey. 
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Soon after the return to school the Harris Military School was met and overcome by the 
close score of 12-11. The game was almost fatally climaxed in the ninth inning because of 
unfortunate playing on Augusta’s part. The visitors scored seven runs in that frame, none 
of which were earned according to the present system of scoring. However, the rally was 
nipped in the bud in the last moment. 

V.E.S., S. ©. L, W. and L,, and John Marshall were victimized by the Fort Defiance 
men in quick succession. Some of the games were close and some won by a more comfort- 
able margin but, nevertheless, all counted for our illustrious ball players. 

Revenge was sweet, and some was gained on Saturday, April 23rd, when Augusta won 
over Woodberry. The score, 8-5, hardly signifies the wonderful playing of the home team. 
The game started with all the pomp and ceremony that the Augustans could put forth. The 
most exciting incident of the game occurred in the first inning, when Sutton clouted a triple, 
scoring his team-mates Klutz and Whitmore, and he was also scored by Price’s single. Men- 
tion might also be made of the nine sttike-outs eredited to DePoy, in the five and two-thirds 
innings that he pitched. 
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W. and L. was again met and defeated, the game acting as an intermediate game between 
Woodberry and Fishburne. The latter game, although lost, was not disheartening because of 
the prospects for victory on the return date:when they will be met again. 

Randolph-Macon Academy grudgingly donated Augusta’s twelfth victory. The close 
score, 4-3, will represent the tough sledding that both teams experienced. The game was 
won in the ninth inning, 

Shepardstown was defeated by a one-run margin and on the final game before we met 
the deadline, Augusta entertained her very good friendly rivals, Episcopal High School. 

Victory was attained in the seventh, after the opposing moundsman, Barnes, had scored 
the tying run with a home run in that frame. A. M. A. retaliated in the second half. . 

We appreciate the games won to date, fourteen in all, and sympathize in defeat. We 
realize all those interesting moments which were made possible by the grade “A” efforts 
supplied by the ball team. We wish them every success in future gams.

BOXING AND WRESTLING 


The weary days between the last football game in November and the Christ- 
mas holidays, which are athletically immune, have, for the past several years, been 
diversified by the introduction of Inter-Company Boxing and Wrestling. This 
tournament, sponsored and made possible by Major Jacob, proved delightfully 
interesting to the corps. A keen spirit of competition was aroused which greatly 
assisted in lifting the esprit de corps. Personal gain as well as love for company 
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proved the liveliness in the fights and mat matches, because the winner in each 
weight won a medal recognizing him as the champion of his class, and the com- 
pany amassing the highest number of points received a banner denoting its rank as 
winner. Company “B,” captianed by Powell, was victorious in both phases of the 
tournament. “A’ ’and “C” companies were second in each. 

The wrestling bouts were begun on Monday, December first, ‘and terminated 
in the finals on the following Saturday. Ninety-nine entries afforded an exciting 
and interesting number of bouts, The eliminations each afternoon were attended 
by a large number of spectators. The contestants, all of them practically devoid 
of any wrestling ability, displayed unusual ingenuity in winning or unusual sports- 
manship by the unfortunate loser. All of the matches were good, some of 
them humorous, of course, but more power to him who tries. The five bouts in the 
Junior Division and the eight bouts in the Senior, which constituted the Finals, 
were equal, from the watchers’ viewpoint, to a varsity wrestling meet, even better 
in some respects. The winners of these bouts were presented with their classy 
medals at the supper before the Christmas holidays. 

The corps went boxing crazy the next week and entered into the spirit of this 
inter-company sport. Due to the fact that there were few who desired to mar 
their beautiful pans by stopping an eleven-ounce glove, the entries in this tourna- 
ment were slightly fewer, but none-the-less lively and interesting to watch. The 
classes were divided among the Juniors and the Seniors, as in the preceding en- 
tertainment. The matches waxed fast and furious from the opening bell to the 
referee’s decision. While on decisions most of the fights went four rounds before 
one could be reached, these extra rounds were met with cheers from the crowd 
and deep-tired sighs from the contestants. Technical knockouts were scattered 
among the bouts, but no serious injuries were received by anyone, although several 
shiners went home to proudly greet the girl friend. They seem to stand for valor 
won in the field of battle, and were of even more importance than the medals 
which shown brightly against the gray background.

The officers are always ready to lend a helping hand to the new and old cadets alike, and are 
expected to set an example for the corps at large. 


When there is any disturbance one can always see them circling the stoops, regardless of 
weather or hour. They are extremely helpful to all those who need assistance of any nature. 


We might say that their task is almost that of teacher, administrator, and judge, for in 
maintaining the high standards of Augusta’s Honor System they, with the remainder of the 
Honor Committee, must be ever on the alert. They must teach the new cadets the high ideals 
and principles held by Atigusta men. They must be constantly on duty to see that this same 
high standard is maintained. 


We are extremely fortunate this year in having stich competent officers as Ike Messmore, 
president; Bill McClung, vice-president; Pope Grier, secretary; and Rip Reniers, treasurer. 
Each one of these men has in the course of years at Augusta proven himsclf to he of the 
highest character, morale, and ability. We of the corps hate to lose these four valuable men 
this year, but we are positive that they will he highly successful, and we sincerely appreciate 
the good work carried on by them during their times as our leaders. 
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Honor Committee 


The founders of our great institution organized a certain form of student 
government, together with an honor committee, which is elected each year by the 
three upper classes. As the basic principles of our school are founded on honor, 
this committee is the judiciary apartment of our student government, having the 
power to dismiss or pardon a cadet who has broken the honor code. 

There are twelve members elected by the upper classes to represent their re- 
spective classes. The four Student Body Officers are automatically the leaders 
rated according to their elected positions in the student body. One more repre- 
sentative from the fourth year class, four from the third year class, and three 
from the second year class total to the twelve honorable men who guide the school 
throughout the year. These cadets are: Messmore, president ; McClung, vice- 
president; Reniers, treasurer; Grier, secretary; Kerr, H.; Chiswell; Garrison; 
Graves; Bailey; Jones, D. R.; Glasser: Reynolds. 

If a cadet is tried by this committee for a refraction of the rules, the trial is 
conducted fairly. The defendant has a faculty appointed by Major Roller to in- 
tercede. Witnesses must be obtained and sworn, as in regular court, although 
investigation is carried on and the case is discussed completely. At the completion 
of the trial the members cast their votes as guilty or not guilty and the penalty is 
inflicted by the principals unless it is an expulsion offense. If such is the case, the 
vote is for dismissal or otherwise. The strictness and fairmindedness of this body 
is its pride. This year we have been quite successful in not having an honor court 
meeting or a dishonorable discharge. 
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Ad Astra Per Aspera Fraternity 


The Ad Astra Per Aspera Fraternity, membership in which is considered the 
highest honor obtainable by a cadet at A. M. A., was founded on June 3, 1925, by 
Major Charles S. Roller, Jr., for the purpose of selecting the ten outstanding 
cadets in the corps. This is not solely an academic, an athletic, or a social frater- 
nity, but a combination of the three. The members are selected by the votes of 
Colonel and Major Roller, the ten oldest faculty members, in point of service, 
and the members in the cadet corps. Their selection is governed by the posses- 
sion, on the part of the candidates, of all the qualities that constitute the char- 
acteristics of a gentleman and a loyal son of A. M. A. 

Members of this Fraternity, who have graduated from Augusta, return, 
proudly wearing theit gold emblem. Some are members of national college fra- 
ternities, yet they do not put aside their “Ad Astra” pin in favor of their college 
insignias. 

The phrase, “To the stars through difficulties,” shows the position attained by 
the members, they, are the chosen few, who have gained a much sought after goal. 

Their motto is: “We do not court popularity, but we do place service above 
self and Loyalty next to Godliness.

Captain William Alexander McClung; Cadet Captain Hugh Holmes Kerr ; Cadet 
Lieutenant George Smith Grier; Cadet Lieutenant Benjamin Maurice Chiswell. 
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The Ciceronian Literary Society 


The Ciceronian Literary Society was one of the first organizations founded at the 
Augusta Military Academy. It was founded by Col. Chas. Roller, father of the present co- 
principals, for the purpose of promoting interest in Literature and teaching the cadets 
Parliamentary Laws. 


Each year the officers of the society are elected by the members of the corps. This year 
Rip Reniers was elected president, Bill McClung vice-president, Charlie Hanes secretary, 
and Bob Nicholas sergeant-at-arms, These men have capably filled their positions, and have 
presented many interesting programs. 


Each week cadets are appointed as readers, declaimers, and debaters. The speakers offer 
well rounded programs that are both instructive and entertaining. One of the features of 
the final exercises is the meeting of the Ciceronian Literary Society, which is presented in the 
form of a contest. Medals are awarded to the winners of the declamations and debates. 


The society has developed much talent that had not formerly been realized. The speak- 
ers obtain their material in various ways and present it in an approved style, wherein they 
discuss “the questions for debate” from all angles and produce original thoughts, arguments 
for and against the issues. The declamations are usually exceedingly well delivered. In this 
phase many cadets realize oratory potentialities that had heretofore been unknown. 


The Literary Society promotes an interest in the foremost questions of the day, by 
making these problems, questions for debate. It presents civil and governmental problems to 
the corps, the future citizens; they debate the questions and prepare themselves for future 
citizenship by learning to form rational decisions. 


The Ciceronian Literary Society well deserves its prominence at Augusta, for it is prob- 
ably the most educational as well as interesting organization in operation at the school. The 
society will live long in the memory of Augusta graduates. 
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The Y. M, C, A. probably has one of the most difficult jobs on the campus, functions the 
longest of any student body organization, and is dependent almost entirely on the cadets 
and their support for the success of its work. Therefore, the results of its efforts reflect 
credit or failure through the student cabinet upon the students themselves. 

Each year finds the “Y” doing more and varied work by its numerous activities. Be- 
ginning with the opening of school, the Arm-Band Committee assists the new cadets in over- 
coming the difficulties of new school life and the handbook published by the “Y” is given to 
every member of the corps, old and new. The members of the Arm-Band Committee are 
carefully chosen for their leadership and friendliness, and render a splendid piece of unselfish 
work, 

Just before Christmas, the whole corps attended the Christmas program presented by the 
corps and members of the factlty for the benefit of the Lynchburg Orphanage. Great effort 
was made in decorating and by the program to bring to mind the real spirit of Christmas. 
The only collection of the yeat was taken to provide a wonderful Christmas dinner, toys, 
and games for 150 youngsters. The corps responded enthusiastically and unselfishly to this 
splendid cause. 

The Sunday night meetings were carefully planned by the cabinet to provide programs 
that were helpful, interesting, and varied. That was shown by the speakers, quartets, deputa- 
tion groups, and cadet programs. Some speakers had been heard by the corps before, but in 
every instance they gave new addresses or progfams. 

The Bible Class, led by Mr. J. M. McBryde every Wednesday night, was strongly recom- 
mended by the “Y” Cabinet, and all cadets were urged to attend. 

In all phases of school life that are of help and benefit to the corps, the Y. M. ©. Ay 
without regard to creed or denomination, has endeavored to help and promote, and fo one 
has been of greater help than Mrs. W. 1. Robinson, our pianist and assistant faculty adviser, 
and Bill McClung, president of the “Y.” 
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The Booster’s Club 
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The Boosters’ Club, sponsored by the Y. M. C. A. Cabinet, was organized in January of 
this year. It is composed of cadets who by their past attendance at the “Y” have shown their 
interest in its work and are organized to boost, assist, and help in this phase of school life. 
It gives a splendid opportunity to those most interested to actively help in the type of work 
and activity that the “Y” endeavors to carry out. The future leaders of the “Y” will 
naturally come from this group. 

‘At the first meeting, Charlie Hanes was elected president, Tom Gold, vice-president, and 
Syd Minor, secretary-treasurer. These men, as leaders, have the confidence not only of the 
boosters, but also the entire student body, and have worked continually in the interest of 
the organization. 

Both old and new cadets make up the membership of the Boosters. Eligibility is based 
on previous attendance at the Y. M. C. A., thus bringing together those who have already 
shown their interest. The pins of the organization indicate the attendance of its members— 
a bronze pin indicates attendance for a half a year; a silver pin, one year’s perfect attend- 
ance; a gold pin, two years’ perfect attendance. For each year’s attendance in addition to 
two a bar is added. Members can continue to get pins by their future attendance. Legiti- 
mate excuses for absence for sickness in infirmary and absence on athletic trip. Meetings 
held during the week are called by the Executive Committee and the vote of the members. 

This year the Boosters invited Mr. R. H. Kinney, General Secretary of the Staunton 
Y. M. C. A,, to give the same talk on boy and girl relationship that has been the outstanding 
address at the last two state “y” Conferences. The entire corps was invited, and Mr. 
Kinney, in a remarkable way, brought out clearly and helpfully the interests and reaction of 
young people. Plans are being made to have some informal dances and smokers for the 
corps. We Boosters are interested in these things—social, spiritual, and mental, that will be 
of help and benefit to the corps and the school, and invite all those who are eligible by past 
attendance to become members.

Augusta has had in the past two forms of student publications, one a news 
paper, the other a mazagine, which were published weekly and monthly, respect- 
ively. The weekly was called the Cadet, and the monthly the Bayonet. It was 
found, however, that owing to small circulation and few ads, the papers were not 
making a financial success, so a new system was innovated. This was in 1930, 
when A. M. A. published its first issue of the revised Bayonet, a monthly news- 
magazine. This paper printed on slick paper, combined the best features of its 
two predecessors and minimized the waste. No subscriptions were taken, the pub- 
lication being distributed by single copy sale, nor were ads used. The paper was 
issued, not to make money, but for the benefit and convenience of cadets and 
alumni, and the sales were calculated merely to pay the costs. 

While not exactly the conventional system, nevertheless this system has 
proved satisfactory in many ways—there can be no doubt that the ad-less paper 
was a paying proposition, and it is generally assumed that its continuance is as- 
sured. 

During the past year the management of the Bayonet, under the supervision 
of the Commandant and Captain McCray, has consisted of an elastic board of 
editors and assistants which rotated the responsibility, keeping a general style and 
policy. 

The Bayonet staff desires an abundance of credit for the results which were 
forthcoming from its efforts. Time and earnest work has produced a new triumph 
for Augusta, which we trust will be successfully carried on during the coming 
years. The managing editors of the numbers of the past year were Chiswell, 
Mewborn, Barnes, and Bradbury, who successively undertook and accomplished 
the editorship of and production of this newspaper for the session 1931-1932.
